Knesset Will Debate 
Jerusalem Plan 


The Government's nev 
plan for Jerusaiem and 
the reply to the Western 
Powers’ note on arms sales 
are expected to be raised 
by Opposition Parties in 
the Knesset this week. 


No party had submitted 
a formal motion for debate 
by last night but the Ma- 
pam and Herut factions 
scheduled meetings tw de- 
cide upon lines of action 

It is expected that the 
proposais for debates will 
be moved on Wednesday 
Procedure requires that 
the Government get at 
least 24 hours notice, and 
the motions are expected 
to be submitted some time 
today 

In the absence of For- 
eign Minister Moshe Sha- 
rett, the Prime Minister is 
expected to reply for the 
Government.

Apart from their statutory

Events in the United Nations 


ITED Nations Secretary- 
General Trygve Lie step- 
plane at New 
York on Thursday, ending 2 
32-day European tour whicn 
included conversations on U.N 
and the international political 
situation with the Prime Mi- 
nisters of France, the United 
Kingdom and the USS.R 

“The fact that my visits as 
Secretary-General to the four 
capitals (Washington, London 
Paris and Moscow) have 
aroused so much public in- 
terest,” Mr. Lie told reporters, 
“demonstrates not only the 
gravity of the present division 
between the two sides in the 
cold war, it also demonstrates 
thet the United Nations offers 
the only way by which this 
division can be bridged and -— 
in the long run — peace be 
maintained.” 


When M. Lie errived at U.N 
Headquarters, he told a wel- 
coming tournout of 3,000 U.N 
staff members that “Europe 
wants peace — both those in 
the Eastern European coun- 
tries and those in the Western 
Furopean countries—and that 
is our target.” 


Conciliation 

The U.N. Security Council, 
meeting for the first time for 
over a month, decided on 
Wednesday that on appre- 
priate occasions it should fol- 
low a suggestion of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, calling for the 
appointment of conciliators 
from among the Council's 
members to act in disputes 
brought , before it. 


Europe must agree now on 
ways to reduce its depend- 
ence on imports 
“dollars” areas or must in- 
crease its possibilities of earn- 
ing more dollars if it is to 
forestall a trade and produc- 
tion crisis when extraordinary 
aid from the U.S.A. ends 


This warning was sounded 
in an “Economic Survey of 
Europe in 1949." published on 
Thursday in Geneva by the 
U.N. Economic Commission 
for Europe (ECE) 


The ECE report (as surmmma- 
rized in these columns last 
Friday), views European eco- 
nomic problems as part of a 
worldwide picture and points 
out that even if future policies 
and general economic condi- 
tions are good, the supply of 
dollars is likely to fall sharply 
when U.S.A. aid stops. “Nz- 
tional and international ecou- 
omic policies have not yet been 
adjusted to this probability,” 
the “Survey” states, adding 
that Western Europe would 
be hit particularily hard. 


The report will be considered 
by delegates from practically 
every country in Europe, in- 
cluding the U.S.S.R.. and from 
the U.S.A. at an ECE session 
beginning on May 31 at Ge- 
neva. On the other side of the 
world. the UN. Economic 
Commission for Asia and the 
Far East (ECAFE), which met 
at Bangkok, Thailand, has 
ended its examination of the 
economic problems of its re- 
gion. ECAFE noted that its

Every British industrial 
teom that has so far reported 
on its tour of the United 
States in search of ideas for 
higher productivity has sai 
that thie intelligent and de- 
tailed planning of materiais 
handling is one of the mam 
sources of America’s 
output and tower costs. And. 
im the ovinion of the teams, 
this is che productivity idea 
about which British industry 
can do something without de- 
lay and without using « ict 
of capital. 


Impressed by this unanimity. 
the Anglo-American Council 
on Productivity sent over a4 
tearn of specialists drawn from 
the whole of British in- 
dustry, with two members o: 
the Tredes Union Congress. 
t© concentrate. solely upon 
American handling methodi. 
Their. report makes it clear 
thet if British works man- 
agers seriously gave thei: 
minds to this problem, the, 
could make an immediate and 
impressive difference to their 
standards of productivity. 


The handling of materials—- 


ductive process to the next 
within the factory and hand- 
ing the finished articles over 
to external transport is no 
small part of the manufac- 
turer’s task. The report says 
that in many factories as much 
as 50 tons of materials have 
to be lifted, moved, headed 
unloeded, and re-loaded for 
each single ton of the finished 
product. The cost of doing 
ail this varies considerably, 
but it can be as nigh as 85 per 
cent of the whole production 
cost 


And since in the average 
British factory materials hand- 
ling receives nothing like the 
specialized attention it does in 
America, the team says quite 
rightly that “here is a largé 
and fruitful field for econ- 


Americans tackle it, says the 
report, “with whole-hog en- 
thusiasm.” Techniques are ac- 
tively studied at the universi- 
ties, as weil as by management 
associations and trade unions.
